tions handed us by Mr. S. J. Fall, one 
of our recent English settlers, Mr, Fall 
has seen much of this disease in Eng- 
land, and lost several valuable horses 
before he obtumed the remedy he now

NEws:

Sin: Having noticed the accounts of 
the fearful disease now ravaging 
amongst the horses in the North, and 
having lost tive horses myself from it, 
I thought perhaps the relation of my 
experience and observation might pos 
sibly be of some service, should it un- 
fortunately reach as far as Raleigh or 
neighborhood. 

Precisely the same disease first ap- 
peared in the locality in which I resi- 
ded, in England, at the same period of 
the year in 1870. Its spread was peeu- 
liarly rapid, and scarce a stable within 
à large radius escaped, whilst its diag 
nosis and development being so entirely 
Without precedent completely baffled 
the skill of the local veterinary sur— 
geons. 

The first thing noticeable was a sud 
den weakness manifesting itselt whilst 
the horse Was at work; then, in the 
course of an hour or so, their eyes and 
nostrils became affected precisely in the 
same way asin influenza; then, a hol- 
low cough and ina few hours a great 
swelling of one, two and sometimes all 
the legs, from the thigh tothe knee, 
aflecting also the lower parts of the 
body, and likewise a great difficulty in 
taking any food or nourishment. In 
those which recovered, it seemed to run 
its course in about three weeks; but it 
was along time before they regained 
their whole strengh; and in this lay 
the greater danger, as it put to work 
tuo soon, they relapsed, and either died 
at once, or the disease settled in some 
particular part or limb; for instance, I 
had a valuable one rising 6 years,a very 
heavy, and powerful drought horse, 
which seemed to get quite well, was 
sent to work, but iu three days, the dis- 
ease returned and settled in one of its 
hind legs, and no remedy nor care could 
overcome it; he lived, eating heartily 
for five months, quite unable to work, 
and eventually dropped down from 
sheer weakness and never rallied.

The following hints, deduced from 
my own observation, (though 1 should 
be sorry to place them in contradiction 
to the opinion of any veterinary sur- 
geon) may be ‘ound to be usetul: 
Let the stable be thoroughiy ventila- 
ted, but kept thoroughly tree from 
draught, and be well lime washed; 
cover the animal over as close as possi- 
ble, with warm rugs, place straw in the 
stall, instead of saw dust if possible ; 
but if not clean it out entirely every 
day, hang a bag of hot bran mash up 
to its nostrils twice a day, give it all 
the nourishing and stimulating food it 
can take; such as gruel with eggs and 
a little wine beaten up init, asa drench, 
if it will not take it otherwise, and let 
it have a little gentle exercise in the sun 
once a day as soon as it can walk. Im 
mediately upon the appearance of the 
disease, let every horse be put into a 
stable as lar off from others as possible; 
the best plan is to let is remain in its 
own, and remove all the rest, if this is 
practicable; and, remember, do not be 
ina harry, at however great inconve- 
nience and loss of time you may be 
placed, to put it to work too early. 
Trusting however, that from its non- 
appearance in this district, my note will 
be valucless,

JUDGE RUSSELL’s CHARGE. 
Our readers have been kept advised

the U. S. Circuit Court, a scoundrel. 

The Grand Jury returned the bill first 
drawn up by Solicitor Cantwell, “nota 
true bill, whereupon the Solicitor 
prayed for specia! instructions from 
Judge Russell, to the effect that to call 
any high dignitary or judicial officer, 
for example a Judge of the Circuit 
Court of the United States, a scoundrel, 
“even though the idea that the Judge 
could thereby be injuriously affected 
was preposterous and absurd, was a 


libel.” 

As a part of the history of the times, 
we publish Judge Russell’s special in- 
structions, as reported for the Wilming- 


ton Journal: 


His Honor said to the jury that he 
had been requested by the counsel for 
the State to give them a special charge 
as to cases of criminal libel, aad more 
especially as to what constitutes a libel 
that will subject the party to indict- 
ment as distinguished from that only 
actionable at the iastance ofa private 
rty. A man is entitled co bring an 
action for libel or slander; but in 
only three cases is he entitled to 
recover without showing to the jury 
that his character has been actually 
damaged. 
ist. Where crime is imputed and, as a 
general rule, not only crime but felony. 
2nd. Where a party is charged with 
having a contagious or _ infectious 
disease or malady, when such a publica 
tion tends to exclude him from the en 
joyment ot his rights in society. 

Srd. Where words are spoken er 
published regarding the profession or 
calling of the party, tending to injure 
him in his business. 

In these cases the jury had only to be 
satisfied with the proof to entitle him 
to recover. These cases are not restric- 
ted to words printed, but apply also to 
words spoken, or slander. Libel is 
nothing more than written or printed 
slander. But as to criminal libel, the 
rule is that a man cannot be indicted 
for words spoken—they must be writ- 
ten or printed. 

But the law docs not restrict the 
State to those cases that are actionable 

se. All actious, all words, written 
ot another which are actionable per se, 
are also indictable criminally in every 
case where a man may be able to recov- 
er specially.

Whenever the words set forth in a 
bill of indictment constitute a libel in 
law, you are to say who published it. 
There is but one course for an honest 
man to pursue. 

There was u law in England where a 
man who published a libelous statement 
of another could not show, was not per- 
mitted to prove, that the language used 
was true. It was held, as Lord Mans 
fie'd said, the greater the truth, the 
greater the libel.” Yet in North Caro. 
linu, by public enactment, a defendant 
is entitled to establish that what he 
wrote was true, and if he proves this to 
the jury he is not guilty. 

It is difficult to imagine what other 
defense a man who is published as a 
scoundrel has but that which the law 
affords. 

In this case it is the duty of the jury 
to inquire whether these parties charged 
have been guilty of printing, causing to 
be printed, or publishing, or causing to 
be publisbed, or writing, or causing to 
be written, the language charged iu the 
bill ot indictment, and if so, then a true 
bill must be found. 

The Court charges you that the pub 
lication of the words set forth in the 
bill of indictment are sufficient to con 
stitute a libel per se. It is for you to 
determine whether these persons charg. 
ed are editors or publishers of the paper 
named. A libel has been committed— 
the Court so charges you—and it is for 
you to find out who committed the 
jibe),
